This  Report  the  fifth  Of  the  War  Peri od.  is  drawn  up  ift 
accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  a Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  dated  15th  February)  1944 | Which  directs  that  it 
shall  be  drawn  up  on  similar  lines  to  previous  War-time 
Reports  and  confined  to  essential  matters  affecting  the  health 
of  the  people  and  particularly  those  arising  out  of  the  War, 

On  this  occasion  the  Minister  also  requires  a few  particulars 
regarding  the  sufficiency  and  quality  of  the  Water  Supply  of 
the  District, 


Another  War-time  year  has  come  and  gone  and  there  is  not  much 
to  show  for  it  and  little  of  interest  to  record* 

From  a public  Health  standpoint  there  is  little  to  complain 
of*  Apart  from  a sharp  epidemic  of  a mild  type  of 
influenza  in  the  autumn  months  the  year  can  be  regarded  as  a 
normal  one  and  there  were  no  untoward  incidents  to  disturb 
the  atmosphere  of  peace  and  quiet  which  is  usual  to  the  town*

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

In  this  respect  it  has  been  a good  year  as  of  the  26 
notified  cases  19  were  due  to  measles,  a notable  feature 
was  the  entire  absence  of  Diptheria  and  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  large  number  of  children  who  have  been 
protected  against  this  dangerous  disease  by  immunisation 
has  had  a lot  to  do  with  it*

Recent  expenditure  of  £35,CCQ  has  given  the  District  a supply 
far  in  excess  of  its  present  needs  and  the  adoption  of  the 
most  modern  methods  for  filtering  and  sterilising  has 
resulted  in  a product  the  quality  of  which  could  not  be 
improved  on.  The  supply  is  constant  and  of  the  2,200 
houses  in  the  District  94  per  cent  are  directly  connected  - 
most  of  the  remainder  are  served  by  standpipes.
